«listrict of Afabama, accompanied by a reso- 
lution, declaring the seat vacant. Laid over 
for future action. 

ME. VOORHIS'’S TRICK. 

Mr. Page, chairman of the committee on 
commerce, rising to a question of privilege, 
sent to the clerk’s desk and had read the 
following statement, relative to the passage 
of a bill 'to regulate inmmigration: “On 
»Monday.the 9th inst., by unanimous consent, 
‘Mr. Reagan, of Texas, representing the com- 
mittee of commerce, moved to suspend 
the rules and pass the house bill to regulate 
immigration. The bill which he offered 
was handed ta him by Mr. Van Voorhis, of 
New York, and purported to be the bill 
agreed to by the committee on commerce. 
Mr. Reagan and the members of the com- 
mittee present were mislead igy regard to 
the bill which was passed, 
they supposing it to b2 a true copy 
of the tll agreed to by the committee. 
The committee recommends and_ asks 
that the house substitute the true bill 
now in possession of the committee 
for the one passed. Mr. Van Voor- 
his objected Mr. McLane, of Maryland, 
contended that as the statement intimated 
that the gentieman from Texas. Mr. Reagan, 
had been imposed upon, a question of privi 
lege was raised, and it was not competent for 
an objection to be raised against the consider- 
ation of the bill. The speaker took 
the contrary view without intending to 
reflect upon anybody. He _ desired to 
state that the committee on commerce found 
itself embarrassed by the fact that the wrong 
bill had passed the house, and he deemed it 
just to the committee that the house should 
consent to pass the bill as it came from the 
committee, 

Mr. VanVoorhis—For the last week the 
newspapers have been filled with publica- 
tions such as the one I sena to the clerk’s 
desk. {do not blame the newspapers be 
cause the falsehoods in them emanated from 
some member or members of the committee 
on commerce. There. never was a falser 
charge made than that I designed 
to deceive anybody in the passage of 
a billof such momentous importance to the 
country He then sent to theclerk’s desk and 
bad read ‘‘as a specimen brick”’ an article in. 
the Chicago Tribune, alluding to his action as 
“a high handed outrage.’’ Continuing, he 
said the provision of this bill which is com-

elieve that every patriotic member of this 
house, if he will read the bill and examine 
the authorities and facts, will see that this 
fourth section ought to be passed exactly 
as it is. iIn_ the concluding portion 
of Mr. Van Voorhis’s remarks, he made 
an attack upon Mr. Reagan, of Texas, clhar- 
acterizing his conduct as “‘sneaking,’’ and the 
accusation of the gentleman frem Texas as of 
“inellable meanness.’’ Mr. Hammond, of 
Georgia, immediately demanded that the 
words be taken down, and offered a_resolt- 
tion declaring that the language used was un- 
parliamentary and should receive the censure 
ef the house. Mr. Van Voorhis quickly with- 
drew the offensive remarks claiming that he did 
not know they were unparliamentary, where- 
upon Mr. Hammond with ill-conceaied sar- 
casm, stating that it would be cruel in such 
circumstances. to press the resolution, with- 
drew it, and Mr. Reagan took the floor to 
reply to Van Voorhis, and expressed his 
amazement that the gentleman from New 
York instead of meeting the statement pre- 
sented by the committee, had chosen to goout 
of his way and attempt to make anissue with 
him (Reagan) and charge that .he had caused 
hewspaper publications to be made, and was 
endeavoring to persecute him. He _ had 
enough of propriety to know it would 
not be proper to give to newspapers the 
coutempiated action of the committee 
on asubject like this. He had never said a 
word that could be said against the gentle- 
manutrom New York, nor bad he ever com- 
mitted an act that could in the lightest de- 
gree excuse or justify the gentleman’s course 
this morning. The gentleman admitted his 
part in the transaction and then undertook to 
cast odium upon bim (Reagan) because (as was 
asserted) he &ided him in executing his purpose 
so thatif his statements were true its leyiti- 
mate and logical result would be to make 
him (Reagan) infamous along with himself. 
The gentieman had said on Saturday, the 
ith, they had talked over the provisions of 
the b:ll before the committee and the bill 
was writtenas the gentleman desired that it 
Should pass. It was exceedingly unpleasant 
to have to squarely contradict anybody, but 
be was obliged tus:y ‘hatthe gentleman came 
to him on Saturday and desired to taik about 
the bill. He was wusy at the time, and 
the gentleman went away, and 
the subject of the bill was 
not mentioned between them. Why the 
gentleman should go sv fa: back in order to 
construct an argument to justify his conduct 
might be apparent at the buttom while it was 
not apparent on the surface. It was sufficient 
to say that the gentleman brought him the 
bill with the statement that it was the com- 
mittee bill. The gentleman had criticised 
him for not knowing the contents of the bill 
le had offered. He thanked God that his 
experience had been with that class of men 
Whom he regarded as truthful. He had 
recognized the gentleman as truthful. 
If he had to look upon every member as 
attempting to cheat and defraud him, he 
could give faith to nothing unless it were 
proven. All he vid was to accommodate the 
Zentleman at his own request. He had 
obeved the gentleman's wishes, had aided 
him, accepted his suggestions believing 
them truthful, and had acted upon chem,and 
M return the gentleman had leveled his 
attacks upon him. Perhaps the gentleman 
thought that by attacking the ex-postmaster 
€eneral of the confederacy he could exert 
Political prejudice. Mr. Reagen continued 

some length, squarly denying many of Mr. 
Van Voorhis’s allegations, and at the conclu- 
Sion of his speech the immigration bill, as 
“greed to by the committee on commerce, was 
Passed without division, At the conclusion 
of Mr. Reagan’s remarks, which were very 


regulate immigration as agreed upon by the 
conimittee on commerce, and then proceeded 
to consideration of the Dill to reduce in- 
ternal revenue taxation. A motion to 
recommit the bill, with instructions to 
the committee on ways and means to re- 
port a bill abolishing ali internal taxation 
except that on bank circulation and distilled 
Spirits, was defeated—yeas, 56; nays, 125. The 
bill was then passed—yeas, 127; nays, 80. It 
abolishes the tax on bank checks, capital and 
deposits, matches, perfumery and proprietary 
medicines, reduces the special license tax on 
tobacco dealers, and reduces to $4 the tax on 
cigars and cigarettes weighing more than 3 
pounds per thouSand, and to 75 cents the tax 
on Cigarettes weighing less than 3 pounds per 
thousand, 

The Bank charter bill haying been reached 
most of the senate amendments were concur- 
red in, including that authorizing the secre- 
tary Ol the treasury to exchange 3 per cent 
bonds for 314 per cent. The most important 
amendment noncurred in is that relative to 
gold certificates, Mr, Crapo giving asa reason 
for non-concurrence that he. desired the pro- 
visions of that portion of the bill broadened.

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THE FREIGHT HANDLERS.

The Progress of the Strike—Efforts to Move the Ae- 
eumulations of Freight. 

New York, June 27.—The freight handlers’ 
strike remains in the same condition as yes- 
terday—neither party showing signs of yield- 
ing. The strikers remain peaceful and guiet. 
The streets in the neighborhood of the vari- 
ous depots are blocked up wlth trucks laden 
With freight. At pier 39, Pennsylvania 
railroad, fifty Italians are at work. 
One of the oilicials here said 
that they received all the freight that came 
yesterday and expected to do the same thing 
to-day. Some Italians were at work to-day 
in the New York Central and Hudson River 
railroad depots, in St. John’s park. No 
freight was being received there, but an effort 
was being made to handle that already taken 
in.” Thousands of dollars worth of perisha- 
ble goods are waiting here to be removed. 
The Erie and Pennsylvania depots, near the 
battery are in the same _ condition 
as yesterday. Piles of freight and 
no facilities for movingit. The steam boat 
linesare doing an immiense business and 
steps are on foot amongst the striking freight 
handlersto induce the men who load the 
steamboats to join them in the strike and 
thus make it impossible to move freight ei- 
therby land or water. It was hinted at to-day 
by some strikers thas if these men can be 
got to join them, a further increase to 2 
cents may be demanded. The Delaware 
Lackawanna and Western railroad 
company have a few men at work 
and are moving afew trains. The Erie is 
having freight handled on two of their nine 
piers in Jersey City. On dock ‘'C” a large 
quantity of west bound freight is being 
shipped with the aid of the clerks from 
the various offices who have been pressed 
into service till the places of the striking 
checkers can be filled. The company re- 
sumed work last night in the elevator with 
a small force uf men. The Pennsylvania com- 
pany are apparently working more men 
than the other three companies together and 
are shipping their freight over the road with 
little noticeable delay. A_ strong force 
of regular and special officers 
protect the men and outsiders are excluded 
from their yard. TheCentral railroad of New 
Jersey are working alarger force. The Jersey 
City police commissioners continue to 
swear In all comers as special police. These 
men are paid and fed by the different railroad 
companies. The commissioners have a writ- 
ten guarantee, signed by the officers of the 
railroad companies, in which the latter as- 
sume all the expense incurred by the special 
police, 
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YELLOW FEVER IN NEW ORLEANS 


A &Sallor Stricken with the Disease and Dies—History 
of the Case. 
NEW ORLEANS, June 27.—Forbes, a seaman 
of the steamer Marco Aurelio, came recently 
from Montevideo and shipped at Havana, 
where he was admitted to the charity hospital 
Sunday and died last night. Drs. Jones and 
Herrick, of the state board and. Drs. Chaille 
and Berniss, of the National board of health, 
all agree that the case is yellow fever. The 
case 1S an imported one. Forbes, the victim, 
isan Englishman, twenty years of age, a sai- 
lor by profession. He shipped from Monte- 
video, South America, some weeks ago on the 
brigantine Ritta. This vessel he lett at Ha- 
vana, where he remained a few days on shore, 
shipping again on the Marco Aurelio. As 
vellow fever is raging in Havana, it is there 
that he probably contracted the disease. On 
June 1l he left Havana, reaching the river 
quarantine on the 14th, and the city on the 
Isth. Here he put up at asailor’s boarding 
house Decatur strect, near the 
river.. On Wednesday morning he 
shipped on the steamer Commander. 
While engaged Thursday in hunting this 
vessel and preparing her, he was taken ill 
and carried back to his boarding house, where 
he remained until Sunday morging, when he 
was carried to the Cliarity hospital. As soon 
as the house physician investigated the 
case, he pronounced it yellow fever, a nam- 
ber of physicians, including Dr. Chaille, of 
the national board of health, inspected the 
case, and all agreed in pronouncing ita gen- 
uine and undoubted case of yellow fever. 
The greatest precautions have been taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease. The Marco 
Aurelio isa new vessel, only. nine months 
old,and came here in ballast’ She hes been re- 
peatedly disinfected since this case was heard 
of, and so has Forbes’s late boarding house. 
A special meeting of the board of heaith is 
called for to-morrow, to discuss this case, and 
see ifany further action is necessary to pre- 
serve the health of the city.

98, 304 
barrels; 1878-75, 127,545 barrels; 1879-50, 147,- 
%41 barrels; 1880-81, 47,708 barrels, while the 
exportation from September Ist, 1881, to June 
21st, 1882, is only 11.798 barrels. The falling 
off being due to assaults from abroad.

A CRANKY CONFESSOR 


TO A VERY CRANKY PRISONER 
PUNGENTLY PICTURED. 


Rev. W. Watkins Hicks as a Bird of Passage in The- 
olegy as Well as in Habitation—The Catholics 
in Washington-The President “Scroug- 
ing” His Way Into Church.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—This morning Rev. 
| Watkins Hicks said that before he began his 
| sermon he desired to .ask the prayers of the 
| congregation for Charles Julius Guiteau, who 
(was doome‘l to die next Friday and, said he, 
“Let us also pray for this land of assassins.”’ 
| Guiteau bas formed a romantic attachment 
forthe cranky preacher and talks to him 
more freely than te any one else. He chose 
Dr. Hicks from a long list of ministers sub- 
mitted to him. I suppose he had heard Hicks 
and liked his flighty style. They seem to get 
along very smoothly in their spiritual ¢on- 
ferences and Hicks will become historic as 
the comforter of the assassin in his iast 
moments. The reverend doctor came here 
soon after Garfield was inaugurated. 
He had distinguished himself in Florida as 
an earnest republican campaigner and a faith- 
ful reporter of real and imaginary ‘‘outrages.”’ 
He came after his reward. He was ready for 
anything from a cabinet place down to a far 
more modest pointin the federal list. He got 
nothing. A large Methodist church here had 
sent te ita pastor against whom part of its 
membership protested. The malcontents se- 
ceded and asked Dr, Hicks to be their pastor. 
He agreed. They built a fancy little church 
over by the Smithsonian grounds and now go 
it on the Congregational p!an. Brother Hicks 
has begged nearly enough money to pay 
for the house and every Sun- 
day preaches in it with a vengeance. 
His sensationalism attracts. The other Sun- 
day he asked everybody to come and partake 
of the sacrament, and said it was more ior 
sinners than for the righteous. He says bril- 
liant things in the pulpit and attracts good 
congregations. If he will stick a year or two 
he will become the pulpit sensation of the 
capital, but-Hicks is a bird of passage in re- 
gard to locality as well as doctrine. Speaking 
ot churches reminds me that crowds of peo- 
ple go to quaint old St..Johns every Sunday 
tO see the president. He walks across 
| LaFayette square and is usually accompanied 
| by one or two friends. The church is small. 
l'requently the aisles are filled with ladies 
who cannot get seats under the Washington 
ethics which permit whole rows of men 
to sit and yawn in street cars or churches 
While women stand. It was.so a few Sun- 
days ago and in the lot of unfortunate la- 
dies was one who did not relish the situation. 
While her mind was full of uncbhristian re- 
tflections she felt some one touch her on the 
arm and say in a masculine voice, ‘‘Miss will 
| you please move just alittle?’ Her reply 
was a courteous but spirited negative ioaiies 
with the assurance that she was then crowd- 
ed to death. Turning her head just then she 
saw to her dismay that she had snubbed the 
president of the United States who was try- 
ing to make his way to his pew. He had 
evidently taken itin good humor, for he was 
smiling. The Catholics are strongest in 
Washington, and next the Epis- 
copalians, with Methodists, Baptists, 
and Presbyterians, nearly equal I henla 
think. ITlere, as nearly everywhere else, the 
Catholics lead in the number of charitable 
institutions. That the charity of the worid 
is not confined to its churches I accidentally 
found a pleasing proof a day or two ago. Mr. 
Stephensis well known asa friend of the 
young and his name is associated with the 
education of many a boy struggling for a 
Start in the world. But the extent of his good 
work in this direction is perhaps known to 
few.

| DELONG’S NOTE BOOK. ' 


DREARY SCENES IN THE ARCTIC 
REGIONS. 


Wandering Aimile:sly on the Road te Death—Frozen 
Starved, Weakexed from Exposure aud Hard- 
sbir—Bngineer Mellville’s Report uf His 
Researches tothe Navy Department. 


The navy department at Washington far- 
nishes the following synopsis of the report of 
Engineer Mellville, describing the fimding 0! 
the remains of DeLong and party: “Uhre fol 
lowing extracts are from DeLong’s note book: 
Under date of Monday, October 3, Delong 
writes that his party thought they saw » hat, 
but upon reaching the spot found only a 
mound. A camp was made in a hole ia 
bluff, and a roaring fire was soon drying and 
burning their clothes, while a cold wind ate 
into their backs. Nothing wags left to eat but 
the dog, which was killed, dressed and a stew 
made of such parts as could not be cured. Al} 
partook of the stew except DeLong and the 
doctor. <Alexy was sent off to examine 
what they thought was a hut, and came 
back at night with a favorable report. It 
was decided to wait till morning before leav 
ing. It was then below zero. A watch was 
set to keep the fire going, and all huddled 
around it, and thusthe third night without 
sleep was passed. {ff Alexy had not wrapped 
his seul skin around DeLong and kept him 
warm by the heat of his body, he (DeLong) 
thinks he would have perished, as he was 
steamed, and shivered and shook. At 8& 
o'clock the party reached the hut. It was large 
enough to hold them, and for the first time 
since Saturday they managed to get warm. 
Erickson was very low and prayers were read 
for him before the others sought rest. At 10a. 
m. all except Alexy laid down tosleep. Alexy 
went off to hunt. At noon, he returned wet, 
having fallen intoariver. AtG Pp. M, they 
roused up and had a pound of dog meat for 
each person and a eup of tea, the day's allow- 
ance, but they were so grateful that they were 
not exposed to the terrible gale which was 
raging at the time that they did not mind the 
short rations. On Wednesday, they had tea 
and dog meat for breakfast. Alexy again 
went oif hunting and came back with noth- 
ing. On Thursday, they had a cup of tea 
with half an ounce of alcohol in it. Alexy 
again set out to hunt, and Erickson died 
while he was gone., Alexy returned empty 
handed. 

The notes at this point say: ‘‘ What. in 
God’s name is going to become of us; four- 
teen pounds of dog meat left to, us and 25 
miles to a possible settlement.”’ 
They could not dig a grave for Ereckson, as 
the ground was frozen too hard, and they had 
nothing to dig with. Sothey sewed the body 
in the laps of a tent, covered him with their 
flag and buried him in the river. Three vol- 
leys from their Remingtons were fired over 
him. 

Under date of October 6th, the notes say: 
The seventh days’ breakfast consisted of the 
last half pound of dog meat and tea. The last 
grain of tea was put in the kettle, and we are 
about to undertake a journey of twenty-five 
miles with some old tea leaves and two quarts 
of alcohol. However, I trust in God, and I 
believe He who has fed us this far wi‘l not 
suffer us to die of want now. The party leit 
the record in the hut, which was found by 
Melville as rlready reported. They got under 
way at8:30 p.m..and proceeded until 11:30a.m. 
by whéch time they had made about three 
miles. They were all pretty well done up. 
They had half an ounce of alcobol in the pot 
of tea for dinner, and went ahead and soon 
struck what seemed. to be the main river. 
Here four of the party broke through the ice 
trying to cross, and fearing frost-bite, a fire 
was built. Alexy was sent off to look for 
food, being directed not to go far nor stay 
long. He came back at 5:30 p.m. with ene 
ptarmigan, ;of which soup was made, and 
with half an ounce of alcohol they had their 
supper. 

Saturday, October 8.—The note says: ‘‘We 
called all hands at 5:30a.m. Our breakfast 
consisted of haif an ounce of alcohol and a 
pint of hot water. Alcohol proves of great 
advantage in keeping off the cravings for {. 04, 
preventing the knawing of the stomach, and 
has kept up the strength of the men who are 
given three ounces a day. We went ahead 
until 10:30 a. m., and after three miles, struck 
the river agdin and had to turn back, having 
made enly an advance of one mile. It wasa 
cold camp and but little wood and half an 
ounce of alcohol. 

Sunday, October 9.—All hands were up at 
1:30 a.m., taking half an ounce of alcohol. 
We read divine service. Sent Ninderman and 
Nores ahead for relief. They started at seven 
o'clock. Wecheered them under way. At 
eight o’clock we crossed a creek, breaking 
through the ice. All were wet up to the 
knees. We dried our clothingand were under 
way again at 10:30. At one o'clock westruck 
the river bank and halted for dinner, taking 
half an ounce of alcohol. Alexy shot three 
ptarmigans and made soup. Weare following 
Ninderman’s tracks, although he is long since 
out of sight. We found a canoe and laid our 
heads in it to go to sleep. 

Monday, October 10.—The last half ounce 


of alcohol was taken at 5:30 a.m. At

We ate deer skin scraps. Yesterday morning 
ve ate my deer-skin foot-tips. We were un- 
der way at 8 o'clock.

Wednesday October 12.—For breakfast we 
had the last spoonful of glycerine and hot 
water. For dinnera couple of handsful of 
Artic willow in hot water and drank the in- 
fusion.

Ima letter which accompanied the diary, 
Meltville says: 
To-morrow myself aad Ninderman, with 
two interpreters and dog sleds, wil go to Us- 
tada and Sistrane’« to pick u Long’s trail, 
where I lost it last December. I feel very 
confident of tinding DeLong’s people and the 
records, but fear Chipp never reached the 
coast. His boat was very short, and the sea 
very Ligh, and although he was a seaman on 
the Jeannette, I fear the weather was too 
much fer the boat, not for the man. The 
weather has been the worst I have ever seen. 
Any number of native people have been lost 
and frozen in the last month. On ovwr jour- 
ney here from Burkoff cape, where 
I went to get fish and dogs, 
we came across two families who had 
taken refuge in an old hut. They had been 
exposed to the storm foreight days. Food 
had given out, and two of their children,aged 
five and three respectively, were frozen to 
death. Wegave them fish and teu, and our 
teams on their return to Burkoff would carry 
them through. The weather is now more 
settled. Iean get to work right away, but the 
snow is very deep. It covers everything. 
You can sledge rightover houses without 
knowing their whereabouts except by the 
chimneys or smoke. The snow does not 
leave the ground by melting from the heat of 
the sun except on very high ground. Water 
from the south comes down the river in 
floods long before the summer sets in and 
covers nearly all the country where our search 
lies. You may, therefore, imagine some of 
the difficulties we may have in finding our 
missing comrades. When I got in Burkoff, 
last September, not one man was well in the 
boat. Not more than two were able to walk, 
and then enly for a shert distance. The ice 
in the river was thick enough to stop any boat 
worked by a strong, vigorous man, yet not 
strong enough to walk = wpon. Dur- 
ing October, the river freezes and breaks up 
again half a dozen times. Lo before I got 
to Bulun, to see Ninderman and Nores, | fear 
my comrades’ troubles were over. 1 did all I 
cold, in my circumstances, to get “one 
up the river and relief ‘to DeLong. I 
lost no time by going to Yakutsk or in getting 
my gerty there, as all my travel was done in 
the dead of winter, when work could not be 
done at the deita, and it was necessary to get 
supplies for spring and summer, all of which 
came from Yakutsk, a week before the answer 
to my telegram of two months before was re- 
ceived. However, now that we are on the 
ground, we will give our best endeavors to 
complete our work to general satisfaction. I 
am anxious to finish up our work 
here. Our eyes are almost blind 
from the smoke of our huts. 
There are no chimneys,’ only holes in the 
roof, and I can barely see what I have writ- 
ten. The prefect of Verkhayansk, who ac- 
companied us to this place, returns home and 
will carry our mail, and as there are no means 
of getting letters through to Yakutsk, ex- 
cept by special courier, before the river 
breaks up, you may not hear from me until 
fall. Meantime, if anything of importance 
transpires, you may rest assured I will em- 
ploy a special courier as far as Irkatsk.

Brooxsvit_e, Ala., June 24.—A few weeks 
since there appeared in THE CONSTITUTION a 
letter from Hanby’s mills, Blount couniy, 
Alabama, descriptive of the Georgia colony 
there, which is one of the results of the late 
effusion from Paulding county, Georgia. We 
were delighted on seeing this, as we, too, are 
lately from Paulding and Douglas counties, 
and have been makimg inquiries as to the 
whereabouts of this colony, many of them 
being our old friends and acquaintances in 
the ‘northern country,” while the aris of 
the old citizens here are heartily extended to 
receive us, and the warmest friendship exists 
among us. There is, asseems to be, an extra 
attachment for those who wept as we wept, 
and rejoiced as we rejoiced, in the old 
mother—the old empire state. We, too, are 
here in one body forming what is generally 
known as the Georgia colony, there being in 
all some 28 or 30 families of us, all from algng 
the lin@ (or near it) of Douglas and Paukding 
counties. Among us are Lb. M. Malone, 
T. 8. McFarly, ‘‘Babe’’ Mozely, Will Free 
man, Y. B. Rhodes, C. J. Stewart, W. H. 
Pricket and J. W. Pricket end many others. 
In more than one instance do we resemble a 
real colony. Our lumberis sawed by our own 
people; our cotton is ginned; our corn is 
ground; our wheat and oats are threshed— 
all by ourselves and by steam power. Our 
schools, 75 percent of which are our own chil- 
dren, are taught by our Georgia teachers. 
Some of our young men and ladies have mar- 
ried into the best families of this county. 
By the way, tell our sister colony to pay usa 
visit this summer, and let us have along chat 
about men and things in our beloved but 
somewhat distant Georgia, who is never men- 
tioned but with reverence. Wheat is being 
threshed, and is pronounced better than 
many years. Oats are good and corn small, 
but growing fast and looking well. Cotton, 
in consequence of the cold weather, is back- 
wackward, neither is there over half a stand. 
There is plenty of corn in the country at $1 
per bushel cash—$1.250n time. W. H. Pricket, 
who has for sonye time been lying with fever, 
is doing very well, 

CRIME IN MACON COUNTY.

OGLETHORPE, June 26.—Judge Simmons of 
Macon, opened Macon superior court this 
morning for Judge Crisp, whois still confined 
to his room at his home in Americus. For 
the second time in the history of our superior 
court since the close of the war there has pre- 
sided a judge, other than the regular ap 
pointee. Judge Barney Hill once presided 
for Judge Clark, The earnest and pointed 
charge of Judge Simmons to the grand jury, 
elicited the most hearty comments of praise 
from those who never heard him before, par- 
ticularly that portion of it that referred to the 
alluring of the young men (minors), of the 
county, by the licensed traffickers in alcohol.

Fishing and Other Fun. 
From the Thomasville, Ga., Times. 

The writer went down with a large party on 
Monday afternoon to witness the sefhing of 
the Shelton pond on Tuesday. This pond is 
situated in the extensive plantation of Messrs. 
H. J. and A. T. MacIntyre, known as Linton- 
dale. Enroute we stopped and examined the 
crop of Mr. K. T. McLean. His plantation is 
managed by young Mr. James. Judging from 
his crop this season we should write Mr. 
James down as a successful farmer. He has 
a magnificent corn crop, while his cotton, 
cane, potatoes, etc., show careful and success- 
ful cultivation. As _ to oats he has knocked 
the spot off of Carter. After walking several 
miles, according to our measurement, through 
Mr. McLean’s corn fields, we are prepared to 
assert that there isenough corn being made 
in Thomas county to last two years. 
Most of the party from town went 
on to the pond, where they camped, and 
put in the night in sky larking, fighting mos 
quitoes, etc. We accepted the invitation of 
Mr. John B. Everitt to spend the night be- 
neath his hospitable roof. Mr. Everitt is an 
extensive and highly successful planter. In 
addition to his extensive farming operations 
he runs a steam saw and grist mill. To 
these he is adding a gin which will be in 
operation’soon. After partaking of an early 
breakfast and bidding our kind host and hosi- 
ess good bye we pushed on to the pond. Arriv- 
ing within a mile of the pond we heard 


General Linton giving orders to his staff. We 
knew; then that the trouble was about to 
begin. Upon reaching the pond we found a 
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large crowd gathamd on its banks, while | 
some forty or filtty men were making their wa 
out into it drawing the seine, Commodore W 
Mitchell appeared to be in command of the 
fleet. This consisted of three canoes. The 
first haul brought out something over 900 fish. 
A second haul was made which increased the 
numbers caught to two thousand one hundred 
and two. There were six or eight fine trout, 
one weighing 10°’; ths., while two others 
weighed over nine pounds each. By 10 
o’c ock the fish were divided and everybody 
on the way bome. Mr. H. J. McIntyre was 
resent and extended the unlimited hospital- 
ities of Lintondale tothe party. And just 
here we may add that the crop on_ this 
plantation is the best it has produced 
fer many years. Returning by way of 
Dr. M. R. Mallette’s~ we ge and 
partook of his hospitality. Dr. Mallette is 
one of the most extensive young planter 
in the county. Heis cultivating this year, 
1,200 acres. With the exception of Mr. E. L. 
Neal and Messrs McIntyre, perhaps, Dr. Mal- 
lette is cultivating more acres than any 
planter in Thomas county. And he always 
makes it pay. There has not been a season,since 
he took hold of his late father’s extensive plant- 
ing interests, that he did not make it pay. He 
has a steam grist mill and two large gins run 
by the same power. It is proper to add that 
notwithstanding his large planting interests 
he keeps up a lucrative practice. The doc- 
tor has recently invested several thousand 
dollars in the cotton seed oil mill being 
erected here. This money was made farm- 
ing. Thomas county needs more M. R. Mal- 
lette’s. 

Returning by way of Antioch church, we 
found the crops, as on the roads traversed in 
going down, in splendid condition. Corn 
never looked better or more vigorous, while 
the cotton looked ciean and healthy. Large 

uantities of oats were seen in the field. 
These have been somewhat damaged by the 
continued rains. A few dry days, however, 
will put them under shelter. And these we 
are likely to have.

ANOTHER PENSION BILL. 


Heatly $800,000 More Likely te be Expended—Onc 
Dissentiont. 

Wasuincton, June 26.——A favorable report 
has been made by the house committee on 
sions, bounty and back pay upon a bil] 
allowing arrears of pensions to certain pen. 
sioners Whose names were dropped from the 
rsion roll and afterward restored. The bill 
ssed in the house afew days ago increasing 
the pensions of those who lost one hand or 
one foot, or suffered an equivalent disabil.- 
ity, will cost about $6,000,000 if it 
becomes 2 law, and the commissioner 
estimates the cost of this bill at a little 
Jess than $500,000. The bill as reported con. 
tains the following provision: “That no ar- 
rears of pay shall be allowed or paid to and 
such pensioner for any period of time such 
person may have been employed or engaged 
in the civil or military service of the so-called 
Confederate States.” The number of those 
dropped who voluntarily engaged in, aided 
or abetted the rebellion was 1441, and of 
these about 1,000 were pensioners of the Mex- 
ican War, While the remainder were enSION- 
ers of the war of 1812 and the several Indian 
wars. Many who were dropped during 
the rebellion have been restored, and in 
many cases they were restored because of 
joyalty. Mr. Joyce, of the committee, sub- 
mitted the tollowing minority report: “I am 
opposed to paying pensions or arrears of pen- 
sjens to any Iman who has ever engaged in re- 
bellion against his country. If tbis bill in- 
elude any man or men. of that class, then [ 
am opposed to its passages, If it doesnot then 
Jamin favor of 1%. Because I have serious 
doubts upon that point I cannot unite wiih 
the other members of the committee in recom- 
mending its passage.’’ The bill was intro- 
duced and advocated by Mr. Whitthorne, of 
Tennessee. 
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A JEALOUS LOVER’S CRIME. 


Killing His Sweetheart at the Side of Hia Rival—Es 
cape of the Murderer. 
Port Oram, N.J., June 26.—Minnie Che- 
in, a young woman 17 years of age, was 
murdered here last night by her jealous lover 
James Trighone, while she was walking with 
a young man named Henry James. The 
couple were strolling along Morris canal 
shortiv after 8S o’clock when they were met 
by Trigione, who instantly fired two shots 
from a revolver at James. Neither took 
effect, and James turning fled, shouting 
“parder,” “help!” Triglone turned and tired 
int blank at the girl and then threw her 
into the canal. James says the shots followed 
two seconds after be turned to run. When 
igione shot at James he was not twenty feet 
away, and keptadvancing. When James and 
some people returned to the scene Triglone 
was throwing stones at the body of Miss Che- 
guin, Which was floating in the canal. The 
murderer tled, followed for a considerable 
stance by the exasperates people. He es- 
caped, and is sull at large. An examination 
of the body of the murdered girl shows that 
the bullet entered her mouth and probably 
lodged in her brain. The ball has not 
been found, and it is difficult to say whether 
death occurred before or afrer Triglone threw 
the body Into the water. The shooting is 
ascribed to jealousy. Triglone wished to marrv 
the girl,and her mother favored the proposi- 
tion, bui the dawz!iter objected.

On the other hand, taking the states already 
reported, 20 per cent of the aggregate popula- 
tion of the states of New York, Pennsylvania, 
lifinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Kansas, Iowa, 
New Jersey, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Nebraska are foreign born. The total popu- 
lation of these states being 21,125,188 and the 
foreign born numbering 4,247,302.

REPUBLICAN REFORMERS. 

The civil service reformers who have been 
making themselves heard in the magazines 
and agricultural publications of the country, 
are at last disposed to venture into the domain 
of political politics. They are still somewhat 
timid, but this is probably because they un- 
derstand thoroughly the nature and extent of 
the corrupt sys#em they are fighting. Mr. 
George William Curtis, the weil-known mag- 
“azinist, is supposed to be leading the fight in 
his mild way, and he threatens to take off his 
gloves. Consequently, there is considerable 
excitement among some of the more sensi- 
tive of the professional republicans. Jay 
Hubbell—dear Jay—is stirred up, and even 
the reticent Frank Hatton—as shy as a marsh 
hen and as melodious as a wood-robin—has 
ventured to write a modest letter in which he 
says that he proposes to use his own discretion 
in contributing to the republican campaign 
fund; that is to say, he will contribute if he 

wants to, and he seems to thnk it is nobody’s 
business whether he puts much or little in 
the pool box. 

The civil service reform association of New 
York has employed as counsel Mr. Everett P, 
Wheeler and Mr.;Frederick W. Whittridge. 
These gentlemen, who are prominent lawyers 
and republicans—prominent among republi- 
eans by reason of their respectability—have 
wr.tten to Jay Hubbell informing him that 
they will make a test case before the courts of 

‘an; which he will select. They will then re- 
quest the attorney general to proceed against 
the offender by information. They have no 
doubt that, taking all the circumstances into 
consideration, the court would fix an early 
day for the hearing. The counsel for the re- 
formers do not accept Hubbell’s proposition 
to request the president to take the opinion 
of the attorney general; and they have re- 
quested that officer to give instructions to 
the attorneys of the United States in the sev- 
eral districts in accordance with sections 362 
aud 771 of the revised statutes to prosecute 
all delinquents for offenses against the act of 
congress in reference to political contribu- 
tions. They say that they have no right to 
ask the opinion of these officers, but that 
they do have a right to ask his official action. 
Tie communication to Hubbell concludes as 
follows: 

li: conclusion, permit us to inform you that there 
is a very general fear among employes of the gov- 
ernment thatif they do not make the eontribu- 
tions you request they will be dismissed froin the 
service of the United States. We have been ap- 
pealed t» by many whose families are dependent 
on them for support, who can ill spare the 2 per 
cent you ask, but who cannot afford to lose their 
places and theirmeager income. In the words 
of the late President Garfield, these requests are 
made of employes ‘‘with the distinct understanding 
that unless they paid that per cent upon their sala- 
ries others will be found to take their places who 
will pay the assessment.” And we believe that a 
ge proportion of the money received by you 
At uch officeholder is paid under duress. We 
kira sonia ina letter to the president ask- 

an executive order that no removal 


Shall be made for a refusal to pay the contribution 
you request. 


The most remarkable‘characteristic of these 
republican reformers is the cool assumption 
tha: the president and the officers of the gov- 
ernment sympathize with the movement to 
make an honest organization out of a very 
corrupt affair. There will never be any such 
thing as civil service reform while the repub- 
lican party remains in power. Mr. Arthur is 
a spoilsman by nature, He not only knows of 
the squeezing operation that J ay Hubbell has 
put in operation, but it has hissanction. We 
have no doubt that he has urged the whole 
business forwi:’. He knows that the repub- 
ican party can only be kept in power by cor-

rupt methods, and he iskeen to keep these 
methods in operation. He will forego an all- 
night spree with Steve French and the other 
boys in order to caucus with the republican 
corruptionists whom he controls. 

The reformers are also mistaken in SU ppos- 
ing that t!.ere is any sentiment in the repub- 
lican party favorable to reform. Politically, 
the whole concern is debauched. Every re- 
publican office-holder knows that Hubbell’s 
circular is the demand of a political highway- 
man. Those who hold office under a republi- 
can administration hold it simply because 
they are able to buy it, and these circulars are 
merely the presentation of the bills. When 
Frank Hatton announces that he will consult 
his own discretion in contributing to the cam- 
paign fund, republican ortfice-holders will read 
between the lines a somewhat scornful threat. 
Mr. Hatton really says that not only 
will he contribute, but he will 
see to it that any man iin his 
department who doesn’t agree to be robbe d,.is 
put aside to make room for some more com- 
plaisant person. Hatton’s motto is “‘your 
money or your bang.’’ He is from Iowa, a 
state in which the republicans, with a sure 
majority of one hundred and fifty thousand, 
raise a campaign fund of $500,000 every year 
in order to defeat twenty-five or thirty demo- 
crats. 

But if anything more were necessary to 
fix the tendency and determination of the 


little telegram that recently made its appear- 
ance like a comet in the western firmament 
of news: “Colonel D. B. Henderson, of Du- 
buque, was nominated by acclamation for 
congress by the republican convention at Wa- 
terlvo.”?’ Henderson, it will be remembered, 
is the secretary of the congressional campaign 
committee, and his name was signed to the 
black mailing circular against which the civil 
service reformers are protesting. He is the 
man who wrote the words ‘‘the committee is 
authorized to state that such voluntary con- 
tributions from such persons emplo yed in th 
publiz service will not be objected to in any 
ofticial quarter,’’ whereby the oflfce-holders 
were given to understand that the president 
had authorized Henderson to doeverything ex- 
cept place the Arthurian sign manual to the 
letter. 

It will thus be seen that the reform element 
of the republican party is strong only on pa- 
per. While the civil service reform associa- 
tion is perspiring and denouncing, and so 
forth, the men who concocted the circular 
are having a very easy time. The president 
continues his Saturday night levees, aided by 
some of the stevedores of metropolitan socie- 
ty. Hubbell fingers the cash, and Henderson 


is nominated for congress by acclamation.

In the first place the 
scuthern states pay one-third of the taxes 
levied by the general government—fully one- 
third, whether collected by Commissioner 
Raum’s officials or in the custom houses, | 
Next year’s pension bill is already fixed at 
$100,000,000. Of this amount only $5,000,000 
will be returned to the south, leaving a net 
loss of fully $25,000,000. Georgia’s ‘share of 
this tax will exceed $2,000,000, or about 
twice theamount required to support the state 
government, Federa! taxation {snot always 
felt because it is levied indirectly, but in! 
fact it bears heavily upon the people. It is 
collected upon nearly everything that we 
wear and upon much that we eat. It 
watches every disbursement, and takes a fat 
royalty that is afterwards apportioned in such 
away among the favorites of government that 
no appreciable amount returns to the southern 
states, : 

The house appropriations committee says 
that $425,000,000 will be disbursed for pensions 
during the next four years. The south will 
pay $140,000,000 of this amount, to receive 
in return $22,000,000. The state of New York 
will, however, get $55,000,000, and the three 
states, New York, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts, will receive $127,000,000, or just 
about the net loss of the states of the south. 
In the course of ten years” the 
pensions office estimates the pension demand 
at $740,000,000. Only $40,000,000 of this 
amount will be disbursed in the south. The 
pension bills of the next twenty-five years 
willamount to $1,400,000,000. Of this vast 
sum about $450,000,000 will be exacted from 
the states of the south for distribution among 
the northern states. Georgia alone will be 
taxed in less than a generation fully $40,000,- 
000 on account of pension charges that are 
already engrafted in the national statutes. 
This enormous outgo brings in return no 
local benefits. It is a case of clear 
unmitigated loss of such magnitude 
that its effects will be very serious 
even if they cannot always be traced to 
their source. It may be that the states 
that were victorious in war have a‘ right to 
impoverish sister states, but the wisdom of 
such a course may well be doubted. Taxa- 
tion of any kind, if carried too far, is apt to 
react upon its supposed beneficiaries. Cer- 
tain it is that the south cannot be drained by 
taxation of money without bringing more or 
less trouble upon some very influential peo- 
ple in the other great section of the country. 


INTERNAL REVENUE TAXATION. 

The Georgia members expressed their views 
freely on the subject of internal taxation 
while the reduction bill was under discussion. 
Mr. Clements took the broad position that the 
entire system should be abolished; that the 
need for two systems of taxation no longer 
exists. By the practice of economy in public 
expenditures all the debt that is redeemable 
in the next twenty-six years can be called in 
by discharging $30,000,000 of principal a year. 
Mr. Clements, therefore, plants himself upon 
a platform of three planks in this matter— 
abolish the internal revenue’system, practice 
economy, and equalize the payments of prin- 
cipal.

MR. STEPHENS ONINTERNAL REVENUE. 
From Congressional Record, June 24. 

The cnairman—The heuse is now in committee 
of the whole for the purpose of further considering 
the bill (H. R. No. 5538) to reduce internal revenue 


taxation. 

Mr. Armfield—I desire to submit at this 
be printed in the Record an amendment which I 
propose to ofter to this bill. 

There was no objection. 

The amendment is to add to the bill 
ing section: 

Section 5. Hereafter when any whiskey, brandy, 
or tobucco shall be seized for violation of the in- 
ternal revenue laws of the United, States, and the 
same shall be confiscated forsuch violation, it shall 
be sold at public auction to the highest bidder, for 
a sum not less than the tax due thereon, and no 
tax on said whisky, brandy, or tobacco shall be 
charged against or collected irom the owner of the 
same; and where any whisky, brandy, or tobacco 
has heretofore been seized for violation of the in- 
ternal revenue laws of the United States and con- 
fiscated for said violation, if the same has been 
sold, or shall hereafter be sold for an amount as 
greatas the tax due thereon,no tax on the same shal! 
be charged agaiast or collected from th2 owner of 
said whisky, brandy, or tobacco. 

The Chairman—lhe gentleman from Missouri 
(Mr. Haseltine) is entited to the floor to complete 
his remarks begun on yesterday. 

Mr. Haseltine—How much time have I remaining 
of my hour? 

‘J}he Chairman—The gentleman has fifty minutes 
remaining. 

Mr. Stephens—t ask the gentleman from Missouri 
to yield to me for three or four minutes that I may 
briefly express my views upon this bill. 

Mr Haseltine—I will yield ta the gentleman from 
Georgia (Mr. stephens) for three or four minutes. 

Mr. Stephens—Mr. Chairman, 1 am very much 
obliged to the gentleman from Missouri for yield- 
ing to me a few minutes of his time to enable me 
to give my views very briefly on this bill. 

Il am in favor of the bill, and I shall vote for it as 
it stands, if I cannot get some amendments to it 
adopted which I would like to have incorporated in 
it But, in my opinion, the bill asit now stands is 
right as farasit goes. But it does not go so far as I 
would wish to have it go, by a great deal. 

I think we ought to abolish the internal revenue 
system of taxatien entirely. I would extirpate it 
root and branch. Allow me to say to both sides of 
the house that except in time of war these internal 
revenue taxes, excise and stamp duties are in my 
judgment in principle anti-republican, anti-demo- 
cratic and anti-American. They srein opposition 
to the general principles or policy of this govern- 
mentas taught by the fatbers of the republic.

The best way to raise revenue is by duties on im- 
ports. They bearless heavily on the tax-payers, 
and as legislators thatis what we should loos to. 
In levying duties on imports you can at the same 
time make foreign producers pay for the use of your 
maikets, and in that way incidentally and properly 
give aid and protection to American industry. 
is not true, asa general proposition, that the con- 
sumer pays all the duty imposed upon commodities 
brought from other countries. This isa question 
that | cannot now argue. In most instances where 
the duti sare judiciously laid they are borne partly 
by the importer and partly by the consumer. 

To allow congress thus to raise revenue by duties 
upou imports was one of the main objects.in estab- 
lishing the federal constitution of 1787. ‘This sys- 
tem of internal revenue taxation by excise and 
es duties was not favored by the fathers of the 
republic in times of peace. I speak plainiy, and 
say that it was looked upon then as not only of 
British origin, but there was always the odium of 
British toryism attached to it in the American 
mind, There was never avy legislation more ab- 
horrent to the people of this count y, even in their 
colonial condition, than what was know as the in- 
AMOoUs stamp act. 

In time of war, when foreign trade is interrupted 
this country has been compelled to resort to this 
method of raising revenue. it was thus resorted to 
in the revolutionary warby thestates. In the war 
of 1812, alter the adoption of the present constitu- 
tion, it Was again resorted to of necessity. Butit 
was not adhered to one moment longer than the 
necessity existed. The system was adopted in the 
administration of the elder Adams. when war was 
expected with France: but nothing tended more to 
excite popular opposition to his administration 
than this system of taxation, except the alien 
and sedition acts. One of the firstactsof Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s administration was to wipe them from the 
statute book. The present system was adopted 
during the lamentable war between the states. 

We do not. now require its continuance. Tariff 
duties if properly laid will yield us an abundant 
revenue. These internal taxes bear much more 
oppréssively uvon the people than doimport duties. 
I would take off the tax notonly on matches, and 
the tax on bank checks, and all else that is em- 
braced in this bill, but I would if I could, as I have 
stated, repeal the whole system. I would abolish 
entireiy the onerous aud unjust tax on tobacco, on 
whisky, and on distilled and refined spirits. These 
are taxes which come upon the laboring masses. I 
would let the burdens of ourgovernm_nt fall else 
where thau upon the labor of the country. 

Mr. Wilson—I would ask the honorable gentle- 
mau if he would take off the tax now levied on na- 
tional bank capital? 

Mr. Stephens—I certainly would. I would take it 
off national bank capital, national bank deposits 
and everything on which it is now levied. Il would 
repeal and abrogate the entire system. This is my 
view; butasI knowl cannot getall I wish,I will 
take what lcan get. A half a joaf is better than no 
bread. I hope, by amendments, we will be able to 
geta reduction on the present tax on tobacco, on 
whisky, and other distilled spirits: because I cannot 
get all the relief for the peopie | want, I would not 
refuse to take as muchaslcan get Iwill remove 
the existing burdens upon the people one by one 
until Ipet them all removed, is possible. 

I suppose, Mr. Chairman, that the time which 
was yielded to me so kindly by the gentleman from 
Missouri |Mr. Haseltine] has about expired. I will 
simply repeat, to be distinctly understood, for the 
benefit of those whomay not have beard me, that 
i am for this bill, as far as it goes out and out I 
am in favor of amendments looking to the ulti- 
mate abolition of the entire internal revenue sys- 
tem and all the stamp duties. 1 believe itis wrong 
in principle and oppressive in practice. 

I thank the gentleman from Missouri {Mr. Hasel- 
tine) for his courtesy in thus permitting me briefly 
to State My position upon this bill under consider- 
ation.
